SUBJECT: Aerial Photo Training Mission 

1. It is requested that action be initiated to program necessary training 
flights, using normal flight profiles and B configuration cameras, over the areas 
outlined on the attached charts (see Incls 1 and 2). 


2. Previous visits to these installations by photo interpreters of CIA, Navy, 
and Army have been a source of intelligence information of inestimable value in 
the current program. However, no photography of these installations comparable to 
operational photography is presently available at CIA/PIC.
